The great design of both treaties. 


that of^lSoO and that of 1901, was to 
ipromote the construction and main- 
tenance of a ship-canal between the 
two oceans, for "the benefit of man- 
3dnd, on equal terms to all," and to 
protect the neutralized canal effective- 
ly -when built. In urging on the Brit- 
ish Government The making of the 
Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, the American 
negotiator said to Lord Palmerston: 
"The United States sought no exclu- 
..slve privilege or preferential - right of 
any kind in regard to the proposed 
communication [that is. a canal or 
railroad], and heir sincere wish, if it 
should be found practicable, was to 
see it dedicated to the common use of 
all nations on the most liberal terms 
and a footing of perfect equality for 
ail. That the United States would 
not, if they could, obtain any exclu- 
sive right or privilege in a great high- 
way which naturally oelonged to all 
mankind." This statement expresses 


treaty between two or more nations 
which has been entered into "Tor the 
benefit of mankind." It is true that 
in times past many treaties have not 
been strictly observed: that others 
have been suffered to lapse quietly; 
and that some have been violated by 
one or more of the parties, too impa- 
tient to wait for a new convention.

ments ^ave often sinned in these re- 
spects, and republics have been accus- 
ed of like conduct. All the more rea- 
son that the American Republic should 
do no act under a treaty which can 
be even questioned by candid and hon- 
orable men., In the efficacy of inter- 
national agreements lies the chief hop!

pagation of game. 


Any officer whose duty it is to pro- 


tect game or preserve the peace has 
the right to arrest without warrant 
violators of the act and to seize all 
paraphernalia, and

all confiscated property goes to the 
States, subject to the orders of the 
Game Commissioners, the game to be 
forwarded to the most convenient hos- 
pital.
